At present the 
union blacksmiths of Bakersfield have 
@ fight on against several of the lead- 
ing proprietors and among those who 
walked out when the strike was called 
was McMullin, who at that time was 
employed by H. H. Fish. formerly 
Mayor of Bakersfield. He was in faci 
@ leader in this, as he has been in ail 
labor troubles in Bakersfield for more 
than three years. A State commission 
controlied by the unions could easily 
make life a burden to non-union mep 
and even drive them out of the State. 
The strike was called last fall wher 
the union demanded nine hours instead 
of ten, with the same pay for journey- 
men and $3 a day for all helpers. The 
latter are at best a or men 
picked up for a few days rush and not 
skilled labor. Five proprietors, includ- 
ing the Kern County Land Company, 
the largest local corporation and dic- 
tator of most local policies, that had 
hitherto been very friendly to union- 
ism, refused to. nt the union's de- 
manda. The clals of the Kern 
‘County Land Company maintained 
that its town shop was —
